ARMY TO LEAVE CUBA. 


Withdrawal of Most of Americas 
Forces, Probably for Use in the 
Philippines, Contemplated. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—Plans are be- | 44 


ing prepared for a rapid evacuation of 
the Island of Cuba by the United States 
troops. There are several reasons fo1 
this. In the first place, and most im- 
portant of all, it is desired to reduce 
the garrison to the lowest possible 
point before the advent of the rainy 
season, which will sow the seedsiof ma- 
laria and yellow fever. In the second 
place, the prospective disbandment o} 
the Cuban army has reduced the prob- 
ability of an outbreak to the minimum 
and the acceptance by Gen. Gomez ol 
the proposition to pay $3,000,000 to Wis 
troops assures the government of his 
hearty support. 

Before and during the war there were 
grave suspicions, of the Cubans, but 
since hostilities ceased their forbear. 
ance has been so remarkable as to give 
grounds for the belief that only smal 
garrisons will be necessary to keep ug 
a show of authority in the island. Tt 
has been suggested that a reserve force 
of regulars can be held along the At- 
lantic coast in this country, so that in 
case of any disturbance in Cuba they 
could be sent there rapidly to reen- 
force the skeleton garrisons. 

The policy of withdrawing troops 


from Cuba will also be carried out vig | 
orously so as to furnish reenforcements 


for Gen. Otis, at Manila. Army officers 
have no idea that Aguinaldo will capit 
ulate, but they expect a series of 
skirmishes and small battles all during

The Law 
From College Towns. 


Was Taken Up In University Hall 


Last Night By the Anti-Saloon 
League and Petitions Will Be Cir- 
culated Indorsing the Measure. 


The University Anti-Saloon League 
held its annual meeting in University 
hall last evening, and therë ‘were about 
1,500 people present. 

Dr. Brooks, president of the league, 
made a verbal repcrt on the work dur- 
ing the past year. He said that the 
powers of the city had asked for the 
assistance of the league in the enforce- 
ment of the laws, and that the police 
had requested the league to help se- 
cure evidence against saioonkeepers. 
The league had secured men who ob- 
tained evidence against habitual break- 
ers of the law and most of them were 
arrested. ‘But,’ said Dr. Brooks, “for 
seme unknown reason the prosecutor’s 
office was divided, half of it being for 
the prosecution and half for the de- 
fense. The consequence was that six 
out of seven went free. The detective 
was arested for being an accomplice to 
the crime of keeping the saloons open 
and was kept under bonds for five 
months. ‘The case was finally dismissed 
and the prosecution was given a scoring 
iby the court, who denounced the case 
as outrageous, Calumnies have been 
heaped on the league for the work it 
has done, but, if we have done anything 
wrong, we do not know it, 
Frozen Truth, 
as ‘anonymous. 
official paper of the league and. the 
league is responsible for everything 
printed init. If anybody wants ta know 
who the authors of the articles are, we 
will furnish the names,’’ Dr. Brooks 
said that the city had been in the habit 
of allowing saloonkeepers thirty days in 
which to pay their licenses, while the 
law says they must be pad on or þe- 
fore May 1. The league had succeeded 
in cutting this down to four days, and 
hoped to do even better this year. “The 
liquor laws are imperfectly enforced,” 
said he. ‘‘More than half the saloons 
have side doors and upper rooms by 
which liquor will be furnished to those 
whom the sgaloonkeepers know at all 
hours and upon any day. And I am 
creditably informed that there are two 
places in the city where liquor is sold 
without any license.” He then closed 
by saying that the league had worked 
hard, but without much result, to get 
good men elected as aldermen, 

There is now pending in the legisla- 
ture a bill for the removal of all saloons 
from college towns, and petitions are 
now being circulated in Ann Arbor in- 
dorsing the measure. Rev.: Brant, of 
Lansing, has charge of getting the bill 
through the legislature, and he was one 
of the chief speakers last night, He 
said that every college in Michigan has 
an anti-saloon league, and instead of a 
handful of men it comprised a mighty 
army. The league is organized in 175 
cities, towns and villages in Michigan, 
and before many months it would have 
a perfect organization in every county, 
The first step would be to get rid of the 
salioons in college towns. Then comes 
county prohibition and then state pro- 
hibition. Finally, after two-thirds -of 
the states had adopted prohibition, the 
temperance people would ask for na- 
tional prohibition. He did not hold out 
any encouragement for the passage of 
the three-mile limit law in ‘the present 
legislature, but had hopes for the fu- 
ture. ; 

Prof. O. A. Wright, who has been re- 
ceiving so many press notives in De- 
troit, was the last speaker, but did not 
refer to his fight in Detroit. He made 
an attack upon the saloons in general. 
At the conclusion a collection was taken 
up, 7 per cent of which.went to the

Before the villain had dragged her 
two rods a horse driven by Mr. Clem- 
ents and his son, of Northfield, came 
hurrying across the bridge. The fiend 
who had hold of Mrs. Mason surmised 
that help for the woman was at hand 
and, dropping her, made his escape. 

Within five minutes Patrolman 
O’Mara was at the scene. He examined 
the hat which Mrs. Mason had retained. 
On the inside was an address. The po- 
lice ‘hurried to the address and found 
two young men there. However, it was 
ascertained that the hat had been stolen 
from the house last fall, and the owner 
of it had ‘been in Toledo for some time. 
The shoes of the young men at the 
house were clean and they could not 
possibly have heen implicated in the 
crime. 

Mrs. Mason is unable to give any de- 
scription of her asasilant owing to the 
fact that the overcoat was thrown over 


her head. She does not even know 
whether he was white or black. The 
police ‘think, however, that he is the 


sanie man who made three or four in- 
successful attempts at rape in the 
northeastern part of the city last fall.

“IN MEMORIAM. 


Tributes Paid to the aaa; of Prof. 
Cooley and Walter Yesterday. 

The University senate held a memor- 
ial service in honor of the late Judge 
Cooley, Prof. Edward L. Walter and 
James L. High, of Chicago, yesterday 
afternoon. ‘A striking occurrence took 
place as Prof. Richard Hudson, dean of 
the literary department, arose to deliv- 
er his address on Prof. Walter. Since 
noon the gathering clouds had inreai- 
ened a storm, and at the moment Prof. 
Hudson arose, 'they broke forth in their 
fury and fairly deluged the campus and 
streets as though they wished to por- 
tray the struggle for life which took 
place on board the La Bourgogne that 
fateful morning in July last, when Prof. 
Walter lost his life. 

The quiet passing away of Judge 
Cooley was also brought to the memory 
of those gathered to do him honor, for 
with the close of Hon. C. A. Kents ad- 
dress, the sun burst forth in all its bril- 
Hiancy. | ; 

Of Prof. Walter, Prof. Hudson said: 
“Nothing was more characteristic of 
Prof. Walter than his insatiable intel- 
lectual curiosity. He loved earning for 
its own sake, not so mutch for the use 
he made of it. His unusual curiosity 
put him in possession of a vast store 
of knowledge upon which he coald draw 
at will. Indeed, we seldom had a man 
in ‘the University senate to whom. the 
title of learning could be better applied. 

“His favorite author was Dante, and 
had he put forth his knowledge cf that 
author, Prof. Walter would have taken 
a high rank among scholars. His oc- 
casional contributions, were character- 
ized by their vigor and the felicitious 
way in which they were put. ‘While 
a great scholar, he was also a capiial 
teacher. It was not merely ‘his knowl- 
edge flashing light on the subject, but 
he had a great vitalizing force which 
inspired kis students. 

“The man was larger than his voca- 
tion; his personality was impressive 
and winning. His most striking’ traits 


were sincerity, integrity and frank- 
ness.” ; . 

After thoroughly reviewing Judge 
Cooley’s life, Hon. C. A. Ken't, of De- 


troit, said of him; “His character and 
ability are portrayed in his books. He 
worked hard, but Jid not deny himself 
a liberal hospitality. He had a great 
sympathy for our system of govern- 
ment: he was a commentator rather 
than a creator. He possessed an ex- 
traordinary facility for -writing cut 
opinions, which are clear and forcible. 
The great secret of his power was nis 
sincerity, his lack of eccentricity and 
prejudice. In him the University law 
school lost one who added more to its 
fame than any other man, and the 
state of Michigan, yea, the United 
States, its greatest jurist.” 


SOUSA’S BAND—APRIL 8. 


The war with Spain has not been 
productive of any new patriotic songs 
destined to live. The gallant soldiers 
and sailors of ithe United States forces 
were apparently well content with the 
two ready made war tunes which seem- 
ed to fit every occasion.

“There'll be a Hot Time in the Old 
Town,” and each successive victory was 
made complete to the stirring strains 
of Sousa’s ‘Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

The Bangor Commercial remarks sen- 
tentiously that “John Philip Sousa is 
likely to be remembered by the progeny 
of the heroes of the war of 1898. His 
‘Stars and Stripes Forever’ was the mu- 
sical doxology of the ceremonies at the 
fall of Santiago, thus making the gifted 
composer a little richer in the history 
of the war.” Again, when the city of 
Ponce in Porto Rico surrendered to

IT IS DISCREDITED AT WASHINGTON. 


American Flag Is Hoisted on the Is- 
land of Cebu-—A Force of Our 
Troops Sent There—Why Dewey 
Wants the Oregon. 


Madrid, Feb. 27.—An official dispatch 
from Manila says: The situation here 
is very serious. The foreign warships 
are disembarking troops. Gen. Rios 
will leave Manila and go to Zamboanga, 
Island of Mindanao. 

The government has received a long 
dispatch from Gen. Rios, at Manila, but 
refuses to impart its contents. 

El Imparcial, which asserts that it is 


in a good position to know the truth of 


the situation at Manila, says: There is 
constant fighting between the Amer- 
icans and the Tagalos. ‘The courage 
and stubbornness of the latter have 
caused great anxiety to the Americans, 
who do not conceal their belief that the 
war will be a long and desperate one. 
There is the greatest alarm among for- 
eigners in Manila, and the commanders 
of the foreign warships have decided to 
land forces to protect their subjects. 
Is Not Credited. 

Washia ion. Feb. 27.—The govern- 
ment officials here discredit the state- 
ment in the dispatch that the foreign 
warships are disembarking troops at 
Manila. Spanish sources of informa- 


tion respecting affairs in the Philip- 


pine islands, they say, are not to be re- 
lied upon, as the press and people of 
Spain do not hesitate to circulate state- 
ments inimical to the interests of this 


country.

NOVEL MARRIAGE LAW. 


Lovers Must Undergo a Physical Ex- 
amination Before License Will 
Issue in North Dakota. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 27.—A Bismarck 
(N. D.) special to the Pioneer Press 
says: -The senate has passed the Creel 
bill to regulate the matter of mar- 
riage. ‘The bill provides for the 
appointment of a commission of three 
physicians in each county for the ex- 
amination of all applications for mar- 
riage licenses. No license to marry car 
be granted under the bill unless appli- 
cants present a certificate from the 
board of examiners that they are free 
from certain diseases and ailments, in- 
eluding dipsomonia, hereditary insan- 
ity and tuberculosis. The examiners are 
appointed by the county judge, and are 
to meet each month at least for the ex- 
amination of applicants for entrance 
into the matrimonial state.

The league had succeeded 
in cutting this down to four days, and 
hoped to do even better this year. ‘“The 
liquor laws are imperfectly enforced,” 
said he. ‘‘More than half the saloons 
have side doors and upper rooms by 
which liquor will be furnished to those 
whom the saloonkeepers know at all 
hours and upon any day. And I am 
creditably informed that there are two 
places in the city where liquor is sold 
without any license.” He then closed 
by saying that the league had worked 
hard, but without much result, to get 
good men elected as aldermen. l 
There is now pending in the legista- 
ture a bill for the removal of all saloons 
from college towns, and petitions are 
now being circulated in Ann Arbor in- 
dorsing the measure. Rev. Brant, of 
Lansing, has charge of getting the bill 
through the legislature, and he was one 
of the chief speakers last night, He 
said that every college in Michigan has 
an anti-saloon league, and instead of a 
handful ‘of men it comprised a mighty 
army. The league is organized in 175 
cities, towns and villages in Michigan, 
and before many months it would have 
a ‘perfect organization in every county, 
The first step would be to get rid of the 
salioons in college towns. Then comes 
county prohibition and then state pro- 
hibition. Finally, after two-thirds of 
the states had adopted prohibition, the 
temperance people would ask for na- 
tional prohibition. He did not hold out 
any encouragement for the passage of 
the three-mile limit law in the present 
legislature, but had hopes for the fu- 
ture. | 
‘Prof. O. A. Wright, who has been re- 
ceiving so many press notives in De- 
troit, was the last speaker, but did not 
refer to his fight in Detroit. He made 
an attack upon the saloons in general. 
At the conclusion a ‘collection was taken

Col, Dean’s Friends Will Goto Jack- 
son In a Quiet Way. 


That Ann ‘Arbor is very much inter- 
ested in the renomination and re-elec- 
tion of Col. Henry S. Dean as regent 
was shown by the personnel of the 
meeting ‘held at the court house Satur- 
day night to boom his candidacy. The 
fact that Col. Dean is a Republican, 24 
carats fine, seems to make no difference 
as there were present such Dem- 
ocrats as Senator Ward, Ald. Koch, ex- 
Rep. Mills, Pres. Luick and ex-Mayor- 
Postmaster Beakes. ‘The fact that Col. 
Dean has prominently allied himself 
with one faction of the Republican 
party of Washtenaw ‘did not cut any 
ice,” because there were there Judson 
and Moran, Canfield and Allmiendinger, 
Newkirk and Jones, Lawrence 
Springer, Sweet and Prettyman, John- 
son. and Randall, Junius Non-Union 
Beal and Glen Union Mills—alil there to 
do Col. Dean whatever good they could. 
They were all present on the same mis- 
sion. 

At 8:15 H. G. Prettyman called the 

meeting to order, and Judge Kinne was 
elected chairman by acclamation. Glen 
V. Mills held down hiis usual job as sec- 
retary. 
John F. Lawrence was called upon to 
speak. He thought there was no doubt 
of Col. Dean’s nomination, and said tnat 
he thought Sutton and Dean would 
both be nominated by acclamation. He 
had ‘been to state conventions for 25 
years, but he had never seen candidates 
whose friends wore badges, etc., that 
were successful. Ordinarily, he said, 
the regency was an honorary office. 
“If we go up there with badges, the 
rest of the state will say, ‘What’s the 
matter down there at Ann Arbor?’ ” It 
would ibe a mistake and would do Col. 
Dean more harm than good. He thought 
the calling of the meeting a mistake. 
Any citizen friends of Col. Dean who 
would go would do him good, ‘but to go 
as an organized body of clacquers would 
be a serious mistake. To take any ac- 
tion of ithis character would throw dis- 
credit upon Col. Dean's candidacy. 

Frank Allmendinger said he had read 
a notice of Saturday night’s meeting in 
Saturday evening’s Detroit papers, and 
if the Sunday morning papers said that 
if the action was taken as recommend- 
ed by Mr. Lawrence, the people cf ihe 
state would say it was a black eye for 
Dean. 

Mr. Lawrence denied it, and reiter- 
ated his statement that there were only 
two candidates—Sutton and Dean.

stationed. The press dispatches from 
Manila also show the generally satis- 
factory condition of affairs in that city, 
and that reasonable protection is being 
afforded to the lives and property of 
foreigners, thus avoiding the necessity 
of outside assistance, 

[Cebu is a city of about 35,000 inhabitants. 
The island is one of the most important in 
the Visayas group. Its area is 2,000 square 
miles and it has a population of more than 
500,000. Although Cebu is just east of Ne- 
gros and but a short distance from Panay, 
where the natives attempted to drive away 
the American forces under Gen. Miller, the 
insurrection never gained any strength on 
the island. Under the Spanish regime the 
capital was a city of considerable commer- 
cial and political importance. } 

Why the Oregon Is Wanted. 


Washington, Feb. 27 —With the ar 
rival of the German: cruiser Kaiserin 
Augusta at Manila, announced Satur- 
day, and reports of filibustering expeli- 
tions from Japan in the interest of 
-Aguinaldo, there is a well-defined sus- 
picion in the public mind here that the 
“political reasons” of Admiral Dewey 
for desiring the Oregon must be in: 
terpreted in the broadest sense—that 
her presence is desired as much for the 
moral effect in preventing foreign in- 
terference as in bringing the insur- 
gents to terms. 

The anxiety of the officials has 
reached such a point that there is nc 
further doubt that Rear Admiral Dewey 
will be asked to submitan explanation. 
The meeting of foreign consuls, fol- 
lowed by Admiral Dewey’s request for 
the Oregon, is regarded as highly sig- 
nificamt, but in the official dispatches 
there is no connection of the two in- 
cidents, and in fact the authorities de- 
clare they have not been advised that 
the foreign consuls did confer. : 

Stars and Stripes Over Cebu. 

Manila, Feb. 27.—Admiral Dewey and 
Gen. Otis on Saturday received word of 
the surrender of Cebu, capital of the 
island of the same name, to the United 
States naval forces. Formal posses- 
sion of the city was taken by the gun- 
-boat Petrel, which was recently sent 
from this station for the purpose. No 
opposition was offered by the natives 
to the American move. A garrison 
force will at once be sent to the island

The same steamer brought dispatches 
from Brig. Gen. Miller, at Iloilo, to 
Maj. Gen. Otis, reporting that all was 
quiet there; that there had been no fur- 
ther fighting; that confidence had been 
restored and business was being gerfer- 
ally resumed. Gen. Miller thinks it 
probable the natives will soon hecome 
convinced of the error of opposing the 
inevitable, and that the example set 
by the inhabitants of Negros is having 
its effect among the other islands 
which, though not entirely convinced, 
are, in Gen. Miller’s opinion, open to 
reason.

They Are Privileged., 

The privilege of freedom from ar- 
rest enjoyed by members of parlia- 
ment is confined to civil matters: but 
since the abolition of imprisonment for 


debt this immunity has been shorn of 


most of its utility says Good Words. 
Formerly it was avery useful privilege. 
Disraeli says of one of the characters 
in his: first novel, “Vivian Grey” that 
“the only way to keep him out of the 
house of correction was to get him 
into the house of commons.” Parlia- 
ment ws then a convenient haven of 
refuge for “splendid paupers.” There 
are three at least well-authenticated 
instances on record of members who 
got elected to the house of commons 
in order to escape the consequences of 
their heavy liabilities. 

In one case an English member 
named. Mills, who owed £23,000, 
and for whose arrest a warrant was 
in the hands of the sheriff, avoided 
punishment by purchasing a seat for 
one of the old “rotten boroughs,” in 
1807, -for -a sum ‘of £1,000. Tn 
another case an Irishman named 
Bourke was confined in thè king's 
bench prison, about seventy years ago, 
in execution for a considerable debt. 
His friends got him elected for an Irish 
constituency, but he never entered the 
house. On his release after election he 
fled to the continent and remained 
there. Again in 1825, the year before 
Disraeli published “Vivian Grey.” a 
man who was in prison for debt was 
returned for Beverley, a small English 
berough, and was forthwith released 
on a warrant issued by Mr. Speaker, 
It was a case, in real life, of from the 
house of correction to the house of 
commons. . 


Fear Worse Than. Disease. > 

The fear of yellow fever among the 
people has almost entirely obscured 
the danger from diphtheria, tubereu- 
losis and typhoid fever and other in- 
fectious diseases which confront us at 
all times and during all seasons. ‘Lhe 
danger from a case of diphtheria in 
New York at any season of the year is 
far greater than the danger from a 
case of yellow fever in the same place; 
still, persons who would shun a street 
where a case of yellow fever existed 
would deliberately enter the apart- 
ment of a person suffering from diph- 
theria. A Serious outbreak of typhoid 
fever creates but little consternation 
and the presence in our midst of in- 
numerable cases of tuberculosis, a dis- 
ease which is responsible for an in- 
credible number of deaths, is looked 
upon with indifference by the public, 
says the North American Review. 'he 
misconception in regard to the dan- 
ger from this class of diseases often 
renders the efforts of health ofticials 
ineffectual. 


German Imagination. 

A great effort to be truly American 
was made by one German toymaker 
this season. says the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. He made a rail- 
way station and painted its two Gothic 
towers pale green and pale blue re- 
spectively; then he fitted up one tower 
as a “waiting room” and the other as 
the station master’s office. The names 
of these departments were printed in 
English over the door of each. The 
arch, which joined the two towers, and 
beneath which passengers had to pass 
to buy tickets before rushing out on 
the tracks beyond, bore a clock, 
flanked by the German coat-of-arms. 
Above this, in big black letters, “Cen- 
tral Station, Bahnhof,” is printed, and 
‘from the flagstaff floats a Swiss flag. 
But the funniest feature is the “wait- 
ing room.”

Fear Worse Than Disease. 

‘The fear of yellow fever among the 
people has almost entirely obscured 
the danger from diphtheria, tubercu- 
losis and typhoid fever and other in- 
fectious diseases which confront us at 
all times and during all seasons. ‘rhe 
danger from a case of diphtheria in 
New York at any season of the year is 
far greater than the danger from a 
case of yellow fever in the same place; 
still, persons who would shun a street 
where a case of yellow fever existed 
would deliberately enter the apart- 
ment of a person suffering from diph- 
theria. A serious outbreak of typhoid 
fever creates but little consternation 
and the presence in our midst of in- 
numerable cases of tuberculosis, a dis- 
ease which is responsible for an in- 
credible number of deaths, is looked 
upon with indifference by the public, 
says the North American Review. ‘I'he 
misconception in regard to the dan- 
ger from this class of diseases often 
renders the efforts of health ofticials 
ineffectual.

GRANTED AT LAST. 


The Saline Road Finally Has 


Charter. 
Saturday evening, at’a special meet- 
ing of the common council, the Saline 
road was granted the charter for which 
they have been waiting for ‘the past 
three weeks. The instrument has passed 
through a few slight changes during its 
journey through the city’s le gislative 
body, but it presents no features at 
variance ‘with the wishes of those who 
presented it. Ypsilanti, therefore, has 
performed her official duty in regard to 
the Saline road. — 
As the council had already stated 
their wishes in the matter, the meeting 
last evening was largely in the line of 
compromising, of reducing their pre- 
vious demands to the ultimatum of the 
company. The actual work, however, 
was done by the committee, who were 
called together before the convening of 
the council, and all it was necessary 
for the latter body to do was to affix 
an O-R. mark. 
By far the most important action was 
the striking out of the clause which 
called for the giving of transfers over 
the D, Y: & A-A for here it was that 
the company had ‘made an absolute 
stand. ‘Their argument: was that they 
could not bind themselves to anything 
which called for an arrangement with 
another company. There was consid- 
erable discussion in the committee ever 
this section, and there was a disinclina- 
tion to withdraw from their previous 
position, but an agreement was finally 
made upon the stipulation that ‘‘Trans- 
fers shall be given on other roads with- 
out extra charge in case of consolidation 
withthe D., Y. & A. A. or any other 
railroad.’’ 
Section 3 of the franchise, as sub- 
mitted by the company, contained the 
clause that the company wouid put in 
iron poles from Washington st. west to 
the west side of Adams st., and that 
they ‘would continue this system of iron 
poles as fast as the city paved the street 
or avenue along which they Fad the 
right of way. At their previous meet- 
ing the committee had mae a strike for 
more iron poles, but it now being known 
that the company was unwilling’ to 
agree to this, Ald. Van Fossen made a 
motion to the effect that the council ac- 
cept the company’s old proposition. 
This was unanimously agreed to by the 
council. 
In regard to the section concerning 
the plankings of the space between the 
rails, the council cut down their de- 
mands to a cail for planking at all 
street intersections and before business 
houses, and they cut out the clause that 
“the company shall plank further as 
directed by ‘the council.” 
When final action on the franchise ’as 
a whole was taken ‘by the council, it 
was by unanimous consent put upon its 
immediate passage and then unani- 
mously adopted. With the exception of 


the mayor, the entire council was pres- 
ent.

POOR YPSILANTI! 


The following dispatch from Washing- 
ton, which appeared in the Sunday Free 
Press, is rather a come-down for Ypsi- 
lanti’s municipal pride: 

“The general land office recently 
published a new and elaborate map of 
the United States which ‘thas attracted 
much favorable notice. ‘After a con- 
siderable number of copies had been is- 
sued, however, an important omission 
was discovered, which Senator McMil- 
lan has brought to ‘the attention of 
Commissioner Herman in the following 
interesting communiciation: 

“My attention has been called to a 
certain omission ïn the very handsome 
and very valuable map of the United 
States and territories, issued from the 
general land office. 

“On the map the city of Ypsilanti, 
Mich., does not appear. The omission 
could not be due to the relative import- 
ance of the city, for we have Milan, 
Wayne, Plymouth, Manchester and 
Dexter in that immediate vicinity, all 
of which are much smaller than Ypsi- 
lanti. Nor could it be due to the fact 
that only railroad junction points are 
named, for Ypsilanti is a junction point. 
“Certainly the omission covld not 
have been due to the Jack of intrinsic 
importance, for Ypsilanti is the seat of 
the state Normal school, having an at- 
tendance of about a thousand pupils. 
“I am constrained to believe that this 
singular omission must be due to the 
fact that the gentlemen in the iand of- 
fice, who have charge of the prepara- 
tion of this map, feared there would not 
be room on the map to contain so long 
a word. I think, however, if you will 
glance at the map yourself—for, of 
course, you are familiar with the loca- 
tion of Ypsilanti—you ‘will see that iby 
a little ingenuity this name (which com- 
memorates a hero of the Greek war of

Ann Arbor ATF WS E the Saline Road—To 
Hold a Meeting. 2 


Note the following dispatch from Ann 
Arbor which appeared in Sunday’s is- 
sue of the Detroit Free Press: “A meet- 
ing of citizens will be held Monday 
evening to organize for the building of 
the proposed electric road to Saline. 
For several days tapers have been cir- 
culated looking to the placing of a large 
share of the stock in this city. Ann 
Arbor merchants fear that Ypsilanti 
will get the road and with it a large 
share of the trade now coming to the 
city from that direction.’’ 

Ypsilantians will surely agree that the 
Situation has at least the elements of 
seriousness, and that it might be well 
for them to take a hand in it them- 
Selves. It is true that the company has 
applied to this city for a franchise and 
that, at last, such a privilege has been 
granted, but it is well to remember ihat 
the adage, “Many a slip ‘betwixt cup 
and lip,” applies as well to municipal 
as to private affairs. It is certain that 
Ypsilanti does not realize what a bene- 
fit the road would be to her, or she 
would ‘be more interested in securing it. 
Likewise she does not comprehend that 
there is, at the least, some slight dan- 
ger of its being switched over to the 
University city. The sentiment preva- 
lent among a considerable number of 
Ypsilanti citizens is that the company 
will decide where it is for their best in- 
terests to run the line, and that the 
matter of public or private aid from 
Ypsilanti or Ann Arbor will make no 
difference at all. This method of rea- 
soning may be all right, but if the pro- 
moters of the Saline road and promi- 
nent officials of the D; Y. & A. A. are 
to be believed, the selection can be ma- 
terially affected by offers of financial 
backing. Ail things equal, the road will 
ceme to Ypsilanti, on account of its þe- 
ing more in line with Adrian, where at 
scme future time an extension will un- 
doubtedly Ibe made. If Ann Arbor 
makes a big offer, however, there is 
great likelihood of their winning the 
plum. Therefore, if Ypsilanti merchants 
are willing to see their Athenian breth- 
ren again the upper hand in this matter, 
well and good. If not, it would not be 
a bad plan to make arrangements for 
securing a share of the stock among 
themselves and friends.

“There is a general impression,” 
said a New Orleans gentleman who 
has taken a good deal of interest in 
things pertaining to the Oient, to a re- 
porters of the New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, “that all Chinamen have a su- 
perior education, as such things go in 
their own country, and are at least 
able to read and write. That is a 
great mistake. Comparatively few 
Chinamen of the class we see here 
are able to read, and I will venture 
the assertion that there are not over 
half a dozen in all New Orleans who 
possess that accomplishment. I know 
one who reads Chinese with tolerable 
fluency, and he is in great demand 
among the balance of the colony to de- 
cipher letters and papers. Because a 
laundryman is able to dash off a few 
hieroglyphics as a receipt for one’s 
washing is no indication that. he could 
read 10 consecutive lines of a native 
book or periodical. What he writes 
is merely a numeral or two by which 
he distinguishes the package, and 
that much is very easily learned. Any 
bright American can pick it up in a 
few weeks. 

“Most of the Chinese, however, are 
natural mathematicians, and perform 
astounding calculations on a sort of 
abacus, or wired frame, strung with 
buttons. They shift the buttons to and 
fro and give correct answers to the 
most intricate arithmetical problems

By far the most important action was 


the striking out of the clause which 


called for the giving of transfers over 
the D., Y. & A. 'A., for here it was that 
the company had made an absolute 
stand. ‘Their argument was that they 
could not bind themselves to anything 
which called for an arrangement with 
another company. There was consid- 
erable discussion in the committee ever 
this section, and there was a disinclina- 
tion to withdraw from their previous 
position, but an agreement was finally 
made upon the stipulation that “Trans- 
fers shall be given on other roads with- 
out extra charge in case of consolidation 
withthe D; Y. & As A: or any other 
railroad.’’ 

Section 3 of the franchise, as sub- 
mitted by the company, contained the 
clause that the company wouid put in 
iron poles from Washington st. west to 
the west side of Adams st., and that 
they would continue this system of iron 
poles as fast as the city paved the street 
or avenue along which they rað the 
right of way. At their previous meet- 
ing the committee had mate a strike for 
more iron poles, but it now being known 
that the company was unwilling’ to 
agree to this, Ald. Van Fossen made a 
motion to the effect that the council ac- 
cept the company’s old proposition. 
This was unanimously agreed to by the 
council. 

In regard to the section concerning 
the plankings of the space between the 
rails, the council cut down their de- 
mands to a caill for planking at all 
street intersections and before business 
houses, and they ‘cut out the clause that 
“the company shall plank further as 
directed by the council.” 

When final action on the franchise ’as 
a whole was taken by the council, it 
was by unanimous consent put upon its 
immediate passage and then unani- 
mously adopted. With the exception of 
the mayor, the entire council was pres- 
ent. 


POOR YPSILANTI! 


The following dispatch from Washing- 
ton, which appeared in the Sunday Free 
Press, is rather a come-down for Ypsi- 
lanti’s municipal pride: 

“The general land office recently 
published a new and elaborate map of 
the United States which ‘has attracted 
much favorable notice. ‘After a con- 
siderable number of copies had been is- 
sued, however, an important omission 
was discovered, which Senator McMil- 
lan has brought to the attention of 
Commissioner Herman in the following 
interesting communitciation: 

“My attention has been called to a 
certain omission in the very handsome 
and very valuable map of the United 
States and territories, issued from the 
general land office. ; 

“On the map the city of Ypsilanti, 
Mich., does not appear. The cmission 
could not be due to the relative import- 
ance of the city, for we have Milan, 
Wayne, Plymouth, Manchester and 
Dexter in that immediate vicinity, all 
of which are much smaller than Ypsi- 
lanti. Nor could it be due to the fact 
that only railroad junction points are 
named, for Ypsilanti is a junction point, 

“Certainly the omission could not 
have been due to the Jack of intrinsic 
importance, for Ypsilanti is the seat of 
the state Normal school, having an at- 
tendance of about a thousand pupils. 

“I am constrained to believe that this 
singular omission must be due to the 
fact that the gentlemen in the iand of- 


| fice, who have charge of the prepara- 


tion of this map, feared there would not 
be room on the map to contain so long 
a word. I think, however, if you will 
glance at the map yourself—fer, of 
course, you are familiar with the loca- 
tion of Ypsilanti—you ‘will see that iby 
a little ingenuity this name (which com- 
memorates a hero of the Greek war of 
independence, and which was selected 
by one of the first citizens of Washing- 
ton, and one of the first judges of Mich- 
igan territory), can ‘be inserted without 
undue difficulty. 

“I trust the name will appear on the 
future maps issued by the land office, 
and that I may assure my correspond- 
ent that such will be the case.”
